from habitual defects of action or 
chance missteps when moving at speed. 
Cresceus is booted from his heels to 
his forearms forward nnd from his 
pasterns to ills hocks behind. Separate^ 
ly and In combination eighteen boots 
are carried by the champion trotter on 
his four legs, but. most of these are 
used rather as a matter of precaution 
than from necessity. 


He wears combination knee and arm 


boots, held in place by elastic suspend- 
ers passing over his shoulders; below 
these combination _.sbin and ankle 
boots, buckled around the legs, under 
the knees,'and low cut quarter boots, 
fitting around the hoofs. 
On his hind 


legs are combination hock, shin, ankle 
and speed cut, or pustern boots, cov- 
ering the Inside of tbe legs from the 
hoofs up as high as a horse can strike. 


These are not tlie only boots worn by 


trotters. Scalpevs. or hind toe boots, 
for protecting the sensitive coronet, 
where the hoof and tlie hair come to- 
gether, are among the most common 
of all, yet Cresceus does not require 
them. 
Neither does he wear tendon 


boots nor elbow boots. 
The former 


protect the back tendons, of the front 
legs, below the knees, and are usually 
made in combination with shin boots 
protecting the inside of the sensitive 
cannon boue. Elbow boots are soft 
leather shields, lined with lamb's wool, 
for protecting the points of the elbows 
when horses having excessive knee ac- 
tion touch themselves with their toes 
at thl3 point. 


Most boots are made of hard leather, 


to withstand hard knocks, and are 
lined -with buckskin, kersey or'some 
other soft material to prevent chafing. 
Horses-that merely brush themselves 
are frequently fitted out with all ker- 
sey-or felt boots, but some of the hard 
hitters require the most effective pro- 
tection it Is possible to provide, and 
for these steel plates are • sometimes 
Introduced between the outside leath- 
er and tbe soft lining. One of tbe lat- 
est -wrinkles for these hard hitters is 
a pneumatic boot with all air chamber, 
that can be pumped up like the tire of 
a sulky, to break the jar of a heavy 
blow. 


Boots are not by any means the only 


artificial appliances which have come 


Spreaders arc used to prevent kace 


hitting and interfering by -widening 
the action of either the front or the 
hind legs. They are of many patterns. 
One style in use for tbe front legs is a 
light steel spring, having a coil near 
the shaft to'give It power and extend- 
ing from there to a padded strap en- 
circling the leg above the knee. The 
force eierted by this contrivance is 
directly outward, pulling the legs apart 
when the horse is in action. Another 
spreader sometimes used is in the form 
of a powerful elastic strap, fastened at 
one end of the shaft of the sulky and 
at the other to a bnud encircling the 
leg just above the knee. 


Other appliances frequently seen are 


cushion bits and also nose blinkers 
fastened under the eyes of horses that 
shy at shadows. 


The harness without broechine or 


breast collar miiy be classed as one of 
tbe modern aids to speed. By leaving 
the shoulders and hind parts untram- 
meled it gives free play to the trotter 
In action nnd on this account is now 
preferred by nearly all trainers. 


Comparatively few of the greatest 


trotters carry any of the more radical 
appliances. All* wore none of them, 
not even a quarter boot. Her action 
was so perfect that she set the world's 
record at '2:03%. -with practically no 
rigging that was not available to Tan- 
key, 2:59, the champion trotter of 1800.

that the brain counts a good deal In 
rolling the ball. If one does not intend 
to use his brains at the game, he might 
as well not spend his time at it. The 
mind must be entirely absorbed In the 
rolling of the ball, and sight of the ten 
plus at the foot of the alley should not 
be lost. 


But there Is the handling of the ball, 


too, that Is Just as essential. A man's 
size .makes no difference. There are 
all sizes of balls to fit everybody. • One 
mistake of a beginner might be here 
pointed out. He takes to a big ball, 
believing that its execution Is greater. 
As a matter of fact, it Is, but not for 
the new man. A small ball, no matter 
If it is only an eight pounder, will 
teach how to reach the pins better than 
a bigger one. 


For a beginner I would advise that 


he take the ball best adapted to his 
size and begin by rolling it down the 
middle of the alley without taking any 
'run whatever. •• Whent.bis ^band and 
arm become steady by this sort of prac- 
tice, then by .degrees .he can.edge to 
the side of the alley, learning all the 
time the art of curving. His delivery 
will be slow at first, but speed, is a lat- 
er development.' Let time take Its 
course, and it will bring but all the 
bowling qualities In a man. It is not 
well for a novice 4to roll constantly. A 
couple of hours' practice each day will 
prove more beneficial than a longer pe- 
riod. He Is not so apt to become mus- 
cle bound. Instead the muscles will be- 
come pliable.

for thirty-five years just -what his 
been done by the old company for 
some years without any .franchise; 
that the proposition offered no —ft of 
obstacle to'ultimate.municlpal owner- 
ship; that it had agreed to compen- 
sate the city, for its franchise; thai 
it had agreed to ^reduce the prices of' 
lighting at least 20 per cent. .When

Stage Held Up in Sonora and 


Driver and Six Passen- 


gers Murdered, 


Los Angeles, Cal., March 13.—A 


dispatch from Tucson, Ariz., to the 


Mexican bandits held up the stage 


which runs between Potarn and Torin 
on the Yaqui river in Sonora, on last 
Tuesday night, killing all of the »ix 
passengers. 
Among them was Fili- 


berto Alvarado, a wealthy Mexican, 
who owns a number of ranches along 
the Yaqui river. The authorities .it 
Guaymas were at once notified. 


Alvarado and his wife had talwu 


the stage from Potain to Torin and 
the men no doubt thought they car- 
ried a large sum of money with 
them. The stage carried very little 
mail and scarcely any money or val- 
uables so that Alvarado must have 
been the mark for the bandits. The 
hold-up took place about half way 
between the two towns, but just how 
the stage was attacked will never be 
known as all of the passengers and 
driver were killed. They were pick- 
ed up the same afternoon of the trag- 
edy and the circumstances give evi- 
dence that they put up a fight, else 
they would not have all bean killed. 
Their bodies were rifled of every- 
thing of value on them. The traces 
had been cut and the horses

been allowed to run wild. Alvarado 
had been married only two months. 
With him were Senorlta Julia Herd's 
and Senorita C. H. De Gonzales, both 
of prominent families in that coun- 
try and both of whom were married.
